The government can either accept the Senate 
amendment—-a move informed sources. say is un- 
likely—or rip it out and send the original bill back 
to the Senate. 

Should the Senate stick to its own version, the 
only way of settling such a dispute is through a so- 
called “free-committee” with three members dele- 
gated’ by each house to negotiate a compromise. 
If that doesn’t work, the bill could be washed out.
